Chairman's Remarks 


For those interested in written expression, Dean Taddeo annouced 
that there would be a Workshop on Composition conducted by James 
A. Reither, Director of the writing programme at St. Thomas Uni- 
versity, held on March 5 on the Loyola Campus, and that Prof. 
Hill was in charge of registration for the event. 


The Chairman read a letter of resignation from Faculty Counci 
and its committees written by Robert Cannon. 


A letter from Mr. T. Swift, Director of Admissions was read. 

In it was outlined the results of the survey conducted on the 
number of students who, having been refused admission to the 
programme of their choice, sought acceptance to a second-choice 
programme in 1981. There were 226 such applicants, 185 of whom 
were from outside the Faculty of Arts and Science. Of the latter 
number, 90 requested admission to the B.A. and 7 to the B.Sc. 
from Commerce and Administration - 44 registered in Arts and 4 
in Science; 10 requested admission to Arts and 68 to Science 
from Engineering - 4 registered in Arts and 43 in Science; from 
Fine Arts there were 8 acceptances to the B.A. and 2 to the 
B.Sc. - 5 registered in Arts and 1 in Science. 


In September 1981 there were 680 requests for transfer to other 
Faculties, 196 of these were for Engineering and Computer Sci- 
ence of which 48 were allowed and 148 were refused; 124 sought 
transfer to Fine Arts, 78 of whom were accepted; 360 requested 
entry to Commerce and Administration and 132 were admitted. 


It was asked it it would be possible to have information as to 
the numbér of students who had been registered in other Facul- 
ties and had asked to be transferred to Arts and Science. Dean 
Taddeo replied that he could ask for that information. 


Dean Taddeo announced that the Curriculum Dossier was now in 
the hands of Prof. John Drysdale who had taken over the respon- 
sibility from Dean McKeen who was still not well. 


Questions and Announcements 


The Chairman announced that the Guidelines for the Undergrad- 
uate Programme Appraisals Committees, Faculty of Arts and Sci- 
ence SFC82-2-D1) had been distributed as an information item 
only and not for discussion. He said that in the past week he 
had had the final version of the Report of the Special Task 
Force on Curriculum mailed to all Chairmen and Student Advis- 
ors along with the Guidelines for the Undergraduate Programme 
Appraisals Committee and next week Councillors would receive 
through the mail a copy of the Suggestions on the Implement- 
tation of the Report of the Special Task Force on Curriculum. 
he reasonit had not been sent earlier was that the matter of 
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who would be responsible for Curriculum had not been decided 
and Dean Taddeo had anticipated that a lot of questions would 
arise from the document. 


The Chairman concluded his announcements by saying that the 
Appraisals Committees had been set up for the current year and 
were functioning. To his knowledge they had had three meetings 
to-date. At the request of Dean Taddeo, Professor Thornton, 
the only Chairman present at the meeting, gave a brief report 
on the progress of her Appraisals Committee. 


Prof. Bertrand raised two points: first, that he had not been 
informed in an official way of the members of the committee 
that was to appraise his Department, and secondly, his strong 
objection to the appraisals being started at this time of year 
when the year was already crowded in terms of things that have 
to be done between now and April and he suggested that, in its 
wisdom, Council might want to put the appraisals off until next 
year: in order’ to allow time to prepare proper responses. In 
addition,! both ‘the History and the English departments had 
gone through an appraisal at the Graduate level and he thought 
that that would have been taken into account by the person or 
persons responsible for drawing up the schedule. He hoped 
that Council would direct those responsible for the schedule 
to make certain that kind of conflict does not occur again. 

He added that he thought it unconscionable to start this kind 
of process in February. 


Prof. Fink supported Prof. Bertrand's remarks. 


Dean Taddeo's reaction to Prof. Bertrand's first point was that 
Prof, Bertrand had participated in the election of the people 

of his appraisals committee as a member of Faculty Couneil last 
September and the membership of the committee should be of no 
surprize to him. Secondly, the amount of work being asked of 
departments between now and the end of March is not of an inor- 
dinate nature to the best of his understanding. He said that 

he had met with the chairmen of the appraisals committees in 
the past week and would be meeting again next week. He thought 
thac the appraisals committees, themselves, had taken a tremen- 
dous amount of initiative in terms of consulting with the Learn- 
ing Development Office regarding what type of questionaires 
ought to be drawn up, in terms of consulting with students who 
are in the programme, who have graduated from the programme, 

and the committees are in the process of establishing what kind 
of questionaire ought to be sent to faculty members in a respec- 
tive department. Whether the work was done in the next three 
months or in the first three months of the 1982-83 year was a 
moot question, but what was not a moot point was the fact that 
Senate at its last meeting adopted a resolution to establish an 
Academic Review Board University-wide, and it was important that 
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the Arts and Science Faculty proceed with the time-table that had 
been established. Dean Taddeo continued by saying that it was 
obvious that the reports would not be ready for the April meeting 
of Council, but since the committees had been struck, are function- 
ing, and the chairmen will be here next year, they can submit their 
reports next September, and then the next round of evaluations can 
take place. 


In answer to a question from Prof. Bertrand, Dean Taddeo promised 


that departments would not have to go through yet another apprai- 
sals procedure in another year-and-a-half for the Senate evaluation 


committee.

There were three candidates after the first ballot was completed 
for the first seat, Profs. Kumarapeli, Albert and Newman. On the 
final ballot for the first seat Prof. Albert (Biology) was declared 
elected. 


On the first ballot for the second seat there were four names, S. 

Kumarapeli, E. Newman, N. Serpone, L. Jankowski. The second bal- 

lot was run between Profs. Kumarapeli, Newman and Jankowski. The 

next ballot, run between Profs. Kumarapeli and Newman, resulted 

in a tie and when re-run Prof. Newman (Biology) was declared elec- 
ted. 


Report from the Ad Hoc Committee to Study "Exemptions" (ASFC82-1-D2) 


Prof. Baldwin in presenting the report drew attention to the fact 
that last October when Council considered the U.C.C.C. document 
Guidelines Concerning Undergraduate Programmes of Concentration 
it had asked that the item on exemptions be tabled until the ASFC 
committee on exemptions had completed its investigation. However, 
the U.C.C.C. document was sent on to Senate, somewhat changed, 
and was approved at the Senate meeting held on January 29. Prof. 
Baldwin read the entry in the document dealing with exemptions: 
"Where an exemption is granted for a course required in a given 
concentration, it shall be replaced by another course selected 

in consultation with the appropriate and designated authority in 
the Faculty. This authority shall indicate whether the replace- 
ment must be in the same discipline, or in another specific dis- 
cipline or may be an open elective. There shall be a calendar 
entry of a general nature on exemptions, as well as whatever spe- 
cific practices may have been approved in a given Faculty. This 
entry will also distinquish exemptions from pro-tanto credits." 
Prof. Baldwin continued by saying that her report was in no sense 
in conflict with the document approved by Senate. 


It was moved and seconded (Ryan/Petrie) to approve the Report 
of the Ad Hoc Committee to Study “Exemptions” 


Prof. Baldwin read the recommendions of the committee on exemp- 
tions and gave a short explanation for each one. 


It was agreed that a statement would be added to C-1-b) of the 
document to the effect that students who have completed the two- 
year CEGEP diploma are not normally granted pro-tanto credit. 

It was thought that such an entry would clearly indicate to CEGEP 
students, our major clientele, their expectations with regard to 
exemptions and pro-tanto credit. It was left to Prof. Baldwin 
to find the right words. 


It was moved and seconded (Langford/Macdonald) to amend the report 
to include an additional recommendation that a student presenting 
a written statement that his(her) review of the calendar leads 
him(her) to the conclusion tnat he(she) had not completed the con- 
tents of a course may thereby decline an exemption. 
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A lenghty discussion followed. The question was called on the 
amendment and was Defeated. 


Prof. Chaikelson moved to add to recommendation 4 a statement, 
that students will not normally receive pro-tanto credit for the 
two-year CEGEP programme. 


Following discussion on the amendment the motion was withdrawn. 


The question was called on the motion to approve the report of 
of the Ad Hoc Committee to Study “Exémptions" and was Carried. 


Consideration of Requests to Hold Examinations in the Final Week 
of Classes 


Dean Taddeo reported that he had received two requests for exam- 
inations in the final week of classes which he thought were jus- 
tified, Internship and TESL. He then read a letter from Prof. 
l'Herault stating that the French Department would not hold exam- 
inations in the last week of classes. Those were the only submis- 
sions for Division I. 


The list of examinations to be held in Division III was read

Recreation and Leisure Studies 


The Chairman explained that he had had a letter from Professor 
Swedburg asking what procedure was to be followed to establish 

a new prize, that although he was aware that Recreation and Lei- 
sure was interested in an award, the Programme Director had not 
yet been asked to submit details as to the nature of the prize. 
Dean Taddeo suggested that the award be given approval in prin- 
ciple at this meeting, and to ratify the action at the March meet- 
ing when details are known. 


It was moved and seconded (Petrie/MacLeod) to approve an award 
for Recreation and Leisure. Vote: Carried 
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The Tom Allan Memorial Prize (ASFC 82-2-D3, uncirculated) 


A book prize awarded annually, when warranted, to the M.A. stu- 
dent submitting a thesis or thesis-equivalent proposal judged to 
be of exceptional merit, to be adjudicated by the Educational 
Technology Programme Committee. 


It was not known if the Dean of Graduate Studies office was aware 
of this request, consequently, it was suggested that Council ap- 
prove the award and notify Dean French of the action that had 
taken place. 


It was moved and seconded (McEvenue/Petrie) to approve The Tom 
Allen Memorial Prize. Vote: Carried 


Change in the Jacques Lenoir Memorial Prize (ASFC 82-2-D4, uncir- 
culated) 

Prof. Langford gave a brief explanation as to why the department 
wanted to remove the second provision of the Professor Jacques 
Lenoir Memorial Fund, a; book prize awarded to an undergraduate 
student with the highest standing in the course C221 and C223. 


It was moved and seconded (McEvenue/Petrie) to discontinue the 
provision for a book prize for Chemistry C221 and C223 from the 
Professor Jacques Lenoir Memorial Fund. Vote: Carried 


College Prizes (ASFC 82-2-D4, uncirculated) 


Prof. Shulman read a letter from Provost Singer in which he indi- 
cated his support for the establishment of three College prizes, 
Liberal Arts College Prize, Lonergan University College Prize, 

and School of Community and Public Affairs College Prize. In each 
case the prize would be awarded to the outstanding graduating stu- 
dent as determined by the Fellows. Funding would be provided from 
external contributions to the Provost's Office in support of Col- 
leges. Vote: Carried 


It was moved and seconded (McEvenue/Petrie) that the prizes for 
the Colleges be established. Vote: Carried 


Re-naming of the Mathematics Medal (ASFC 82-2-D4, uncirculated) 


It was moved and seconded (Proppe/Petrie) that the Mathematics 
Medal be named The Eric O'Connor Mathematics Medal.
